Blinded by the glare of the head¬ 
light of an approaching trolley ear 
Agent Monr.. the Yosemlte Laun¬ 

dry drove Ills delivery car squurel.v 
against a box car standing on the sid¬ 
ing at the corner of Central and Lima 
last evening. After covering his route 
in Sierra Madre Monroe was on Ills 
way to his home in Pasadena as the 
five-thirty ear came Into town. As 
lie drove westward on the right hand 
side of the track the box car cast such 
a big shadow that it merely looked 
like n particularly black area of dark¬ 
ness as viewed through the ralnapat- 
tered windshield. Monrqe escaped 
with no more serious Injury than a 
severe shaking up. His ear was badly 
damaged, mashing the radiator, mud¬ 
guards, hood and windshield, and dam¬ 
aging the engine. The car belonged to 
him and not to the company and the 
loss falls entirely on him. 

BETTER FIRE RECORD 

DISTRICT FORESTER REPORTS 
DECREASE IN DAMAGE IN CAL¬ 
IFORNIA DURNG YEAR 

District Forester DuTtois states that 
complete returns have been received 
from nil of the California National 
Forests In regard to the lire record 
for the past calendar year, and these 
returns prove that the effort to in¬ 
crease the efficiency of the fire patrol 
system has resulted in a record which 
is most encouraging to the officers of 
i lie Service. Fight hundred and twelve 
tires were reported tills year on ttie 
National Forests. This is the highest 
number that has been reported since 
the local office was established, 13 
more than in lltll and wer 300 more 
than Jn Xlll'i. But at the same time 
the government land within the Na¬ 
tional Forests burned over this year 
was only 35,000 acres, one-half up 
much as the area burned in lull and 
less than one-sixth of the area burn¬ 
ed in 1810. 

It is Interesting to note that the 
decrease in the acreage of private 
lands burned over within the National 
Forests Is tn exactly the same ratio, 
rin' value of government timber de¬ 
stroyed during the last year was 
32,483, ns against $7,673 for 1811 and 
3217,000 for 1810. Conditions through¬ 
out the state during the last year 
were more favorable to the occurrence 
of many tins than In any year since 
1910. 

The lire risk for 1912 was consid¬ 
erably greater than tor 1911; at the 
same time the total acreage burned 
and the amount of damage done was 
remarkably less. This decrease is at¬ 
tributed directly to the preparations 
made lust spring, prior to the open¬ 
ing of the lire season, by the Held of- 
llcers of the service. The supervisors 
and rangers by a thorough study of 
the situation, knew just what they 
would have to do if tires occurred in 
the different localities. 

The placing of over 90 lookout men 
■n peaks eoiiimunding a wide view 
.uni connecting all lookout $ffa Iona 
,vtth the Forest telephone systems .n 
sored a prompt discovery and imme¬ 
diate report of all tires. Through tin' 
agency of the now adequate telephone 
systems of t lie service, which have 
been years building, the news of the 
discovery of each lire was phoned at 
once to the man who could get to It 
quickest. This communication system 
also means the quick mobilization of 
men, tools and supplies on the tlrc- 
llne soon after It has been reported.

My Dear Sir—Having set up my 
lares and penates in your midst, I 
deem it my duty as well .as privilege 
to take an interest in the community 
welfare. 

As a business man I appreciate the 
necessity of drawing the attention of 
the outside public to the attractions 
which Nature has placed here, and 
which must he relied upon, in large 
measure, to further the general Inter¬ 
ests of Sierra Madre, by inducing set¬ 
tlers to locate here. 

In my estimation the two particu¬ 
lar assets of the town are climate and 
view. The former we cannot very 
well add to nor detract from. The lat¬ 
ter has been largely Interfered with 
by the Injudicious planting of unsuit¬ 
able trees, with the result that many a 
beautiful lot has been spoiled. 

Since my brief sojourn here, I have 
noted that the majority of visitors, 
generally in automobiles, go up Bald¬ 
win avenue with the expectation of 
reaching a point where a comprehen¬ 
sive view of the valley and mountains 
may be had. 

When they reach the head of the 
avenue they are nonplused, and hard¬ 
ly know which way to turn, for no 
view can be had from that particular 
point. 

Some brave enough to trust their 
machine to the rather dangerous gut¬ 
ter-way, turn to the right and get a 
faille gond view of the picture look¬ 
ing southerly from Carter avenue; a 
few turn to the left as far as Auburn,

This failure to realize the big pan¬ 
orama proves a disappointment, which 
should be overcome, and the sooner 
the better, for people must be properly 
impressed on a first visit in order to 
feel encouraged to come again. 

It is my opinion that a drive could 
be planned that would enable the vis¬ 
itor to reach one of the heights close 
in by a fair grade, that would provide 
a view that would induce him to come 
again and advertise the fact to others. 

It would necessitate a right of way 
through private property but this I 
am confident could be secured, for it 
could be shown that there was some¬ 
thing to gain and nothing to lose by 
granting it. At the head of Baldwin 
avenue a large sign, well-worded, could 
be placed directing attention to the 
drive, thus enabling the seeker for 
view to get the rest. 

If the general idea here conveyed 
meets with your approval, I would 
suggest it be brought to the consid¬ 
eration of the enterprising men and 
women of Sierra Madre through the 
columns of your paper. 

I have in mind a drive that would 
meet the requirements, which 1 would 
take pleasure in presenting to the au¬ 
thorities if the idea proves acceptable 
to them.

In only four cases out cif the seventeen 
was there sickness in the family. The 
figures are worth quoting for the pur¬ 
pose of proving the inaccuracy of 
statements which are frequently made 
regarding the proportion of the sick to 
the well among the newcomers to Sier¬ 
ra Madre.

AUTHORIZED 


Voters Heartily Favor Completion of 
Water Projects and Rain 
Follows Immediately 

By a vote of more than nine to one 
Sierra Madre authorized the 320,UOO 
water bond issue on Tuesday. 

And the next day it rained. 

It was a pleasing co-incidence. 

Exact totals on the vote cast were 
232 for the bonds and 25 against. It 
was by far the strongest vote cast for 
any of the three bond Issues which 
have been authorized by the voters of 
Sierra Madre. It shewed conclusively 
that the people were not halting be¬ 
tween two opinions over the advis¬ 
ability of carrying to completion the 
municipal ownership of the entire local 
water supply which they had begun. 

While the vote was not as heavy as 
that cast at the general election it may 
be considered very satisfactory for a 
special election, arid a bond election at 
that. The favorable vote constitutes a 
majority of all the registered voters in 
Sierra Madre. 

Rain Brings Rejoicing 

“Well, we are getting what we- voted 
for yesterday," was the common form 
of salutation on Wednesday. The tine 
rain which set in during Tuesday night 
brought delight to the hearts of every 
one, and especially to the ranchers who 
jrave been irrigating all winter when 
they consider they are ordinarily en¬ 
titled to a vacation. 

As usual Sierra Madre received a 
heavier precipitation than any other 
town in Southern California. Com¬ 
parison of Mr Blumer's records with 
those of other towns printed in the 
daily papers shows Sierra Madre to 
have received more rain front the pres¬ 
ent storm and to have the highest to¬ 
tal for the season. During Wednesday 
and Wednesday night nearly three and 
one-half inches of water fell. Best of 
all, it was so evenly distributed 
throughout that period that time was 
allowed for most of it to soak into the 
thirsty soil. 

Bonds to Be Sold Soon 

With the immediate water needs 
provided for by the rain the legal pro¬ 
cedure of disposing of the bond issues 
and consummating tbe enterprises now 
under way can be carried on with bet¬ 
ter patience. The next step will be 
for the city trustees to meet Monday 
evening and canvass the election re¬ 
turns. At their regular meeting next 
Thursday evening *he trustees can 
pass the ordinance ordering the sale of 
tho bonds. Publication of the notice 
of sale will then be in order, offering 
at one time the three issues of 34 m. 000. 
3111.000 and $20,000 respectively. The 
total of 3171.000 should make an at¬ 
tractive Investment and In the opinion 
of well posted persons there will be no 
difficulty in disposing of the bonds. 
About thirty days will be allowed to 
elapse before the date of sale so as to 
give eastern bond houses a chance to 
investigate the issues and put in bids.

situation, lie hopes by n campaign of, 
publicity to be conducted during the 
coiiilng three or four months to tiring 
(his point home to the people of tin'

as to greatly reduce the number of 
fires arising from preventable causes.

Dunn, Scientist In Soil 
Bureau of Soils, of the 
Department of Agri- 


Mr. James E. Dunn, scientist in son 
Surveys. In the Bureau of Soils, of the 
United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture, has reported to the district 
forester at San Francisco to assist In 
the wholesome classification of lands 
in the National Forests of California, 
to determine which are * hiefly valu¬ 
able for agriculture. Mr. Dunn left 
San Francisco Tuesday night ter the 
Santa Barbara National Forest, where 
Iw will Join a field party of the forest 
service now engaged In the classifi¬ 
cation of lands In the Santa Clara 
watershed. 

Since 191)6 this work has been going 
on us rapidly as the ranger force could 
attend to It in connection with their 
other work. 1700 tracts, covering 175,. 
ooo acres, have already been listed by 
the forest service for homestead en¬ 
try. Congress having recently made 
special provision for this work, it is 
now being pushed on a much larger 
scale. 

The forest service has just put two 
parties In the field, one on the Santa 
Barbara and one on the Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest. As each classification 
project is completed and the maps and 
reports approved b^ the secretary of 
agriculture, the lands found to be 
chiefly valuable for agricultural pur¬ 
poses will he segregated anil thrown 
open to entry under the Forest Home¬ 
stead Law. The work Is being done by 
experienced officers of the forest ser¬ 
vice and the bureau of soils, working 
in cooperation. When any lands are 
available for entry, their opening will 
be widely advertised through the 
newspapers of the state.

REPORT ON THE OUTFALL SEWER 


Owens river aqueduct. It is believed 
the estimate is conservative. 

The Final figures for the population 
of the various districts of the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley were derived in the main 
from platting tin' curves of growth for 
the counties of Morris, Essex and 
Passaic in New Jersey. These counties 
hear about the same relation to New 
York City that the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley does to Eos Angeles with* the re¬ 
sult that the total population for the 
area of the San Gabriel Valley sew¬ 
ered by this improvement (175,000 
acres), amounts to 1,OSS),160. Maps 
were included in the report showing 
the present population and its distri¬ 
bution and also showing the 1950 pop¬ 
ulation with its varying densities over 
the valley. Stadia line surveys wet" 
made of the various intercepting sew¬ 
ers and definite profiles submitted for 
each line showing grade, location and 
character of structures, stationing and 
junction points. From a combination 
of the population data and the grade 
lines, ii.. sizes nipes were com¬ 
puted to carry rewage of the tubu- 
tary population as figured for the year 
1950, assuming that the maximum per 
capita delivered to the sewers would 
be 90 gallons per day. 

The total trenching yardage of the 
\arious lines for the different sized 
I ipes was in every ease calculated and 
a total cost of each individual line was 
made which included, besides the cost 
cf the pipe in place, its proper pro¬ 
portion of the cost for Treatment 
Works, Administration, Engineering. 
Rights-of-Way and Contingencies. A 
tabulation was submitted showing the 
cost of each individual line, as above, 
and a grand total for the whole im¬ 
provement. The cost was liberally n s- 
timated for the best class *f construc¬ 
tion, vitrified pipe up to and including 
24 inches diameter, double ring brick 
or concrete construction for sizes 
larger than that. The unit price 
adopted for the brick was $20 per 
thousand when laid, and lof the con¬ 
crete work $13 a cubic yard. The 
most modern appliances, including the 
use of the Emscher or Imhoff•tanks 
were adopted for the treatment of th' 
sewage of the whole system, the main 
tanks being located in the Whittiei 
Narrows, and the Whittier, Downey 
and Norwalk communities were pro¬ 
vided with individual tanks of the 
same type. The total cost of the im¬ 
provement amounted to $2,396,861 and 
the various items comprising this to¬ 
tal arc shown by the following talui- 


An exhaustive report was given by 
Frank H. Olmsted, of the firm of Olm¬ 
sted and Gillelen, engineers for the 
Trunkline Outfall Sewer commission, 
on the proposed outfall sewer for the 
cities of the San Gabriel valley, at the 
banquet of the San Gabriel Valley In¬ 
ter-City commission, held at Hotel 
Green Friday evening. The engineers 
accompanied their report with plats, 
and the report and plats have been 
placed on exhibition at the headquar¬ 
ters of the commission, and Messrs. 
Olmsted and Gillelen were thanked by 
the members present at the banquet 
for the excellent work and report that 
they had contributed to the commis¬ 
sion without cost, and it was expressed 
that in the event of the cities con¬ 
structing their sewer systems to con¬ 
nect with tile proposed outfall main, 
that they engage Messrs. Olmsted and 
Gillelen to superintend the work, as 
these men were thoroughly conversant 
with the situation, having made an 
expert study of it. 

The following summary of the re¬ 
port is reprinted from the South Pas¬ 
adena Record: 

The Engineer’s Report 

Mr. Olmsted, in the course of his 
remarks, stated that it would probably 
consume five years to carry to a 
completion the work of the outfall 
sewer. Following is a summary of 
his report: 

The first question confronting the 
engineers was the future population of 
the San Gabriel Valley, and its disposi¬ 
tion over the various drainage districts 
comprising that territory. First a 
sheet was submitted showing the pop¬ 
ulation as taken by the Federal Cen¬ 
sus in 1910. A number of diagrams 
and tallies were introduced showing 
tile methods adopted hy the engineers 
after getting at the population of the 
valley in 1950. The year 1950 was se¬ 
lected because forty year bonds, which 
would probably lie issued to pay for 
the work, would mature about this 
time. 

An estimate was made of the popu¬ 
lation of Los Angeles City in 1950. This 
was diagramed from the Chicago and 
New York curves of growth, and from 
these an estimate was made that in 
tile year 1950 Eos Angeles would have 
a population of 2,250,000. Many fac¬ 
tors, which no one can analyze enter 
into this estimate, but with the com¬ 
pletion of the Panama Canal and the
